FRANCE PAYS TO 
U,S, $10,000,000 


Cash Received in New York Is 


Installment Due on Interest 


for Commercial Debt. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 3.—The 


French government paid to the Treas- 
ury $10,000,000 in cash on account of 
the semi-annual installment of inter- 
est at five per cent due on $400,- 
000,000 debt of France' to the United 
States for war stocks purchased after 
the war. This is the so-called "com- 
mercial" obligation of France to this 
country. 


Garrard B. Winston, Under Secre- 


tary of the Treasury, announced that 
the payment has been received for the 
government by the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York. 
He explained 


that in the event the French Parlia- 
ment ratifies 
the Mellon-Bcrcnger 


war-debt settlement, which lumps all 
obligations of France to the United 
States, there would be an adjustment 
of early payments to take into account 
the interest payments on the commer- 
cial obligation. 


Payments Met Regularly 


Despite the delay in funding the 


French war debt and the agitation 
over the Mellon-Berenger 
pact in 


France, the French government has 
been paying interest regularly on the 
commercial portions of its obli.sration. 
The regularity with which France has 
met these interest charges has been 
one of the factors which has influenced 
officials here in the belief that eventu- 
ally the liquidation of the entire debt 
would be assumed. 


However, there is no doubt in the 


minds of officials here that the desire 
for further American credit is one of 
the most important angles to the Mel- 
lon-Berenger debt situation from the 
French standpoint. In high official cir- 
cles the view is entertained that this 
desire 
brought about the 
sudden 


change of position by Premier Poin- 
care, who, after indicating his inten- 
tion to put off action on the pact un- 
til October, now plans early consid- 
cration of the agreement by the 
French Parliament.

Washington, Aug. 3.—“Agriculture 
enrollments in colleges has begun to 
come back,” said Secretary of Agri­ 
culture Jardine yesterday. “There were 
a few more freshmen last year than 
the year before. Now’ is the time, in 
my estimation, to study agriculture. 
There are opportunities for trained 
young men. 
“Doubtless there are some who do 
not agree with me as to these oppor­ 


tunities. 
This disagreement need not 
interfere with the plans of all farm 
boys and girls who cannot go to col­ 
lege. 
One of the unfortunate facts, 
brought out by investigations, is not 
j only that the enrollment in agricul- f 
ture has fallen, but that the enroll- : 
ment of country boys and girls in all ; 
courses has dropped,

“I realize the financial difficulty en­ 
countered in the last few years by 
farmers. 
I know that thousands of 
farm families can not afford to send 
their children to college. But where a 
family can afford it or where a boy 
has a chance to earn his way, there 
is no better investment for the fu­ 
ture of American farming and Amer­ 
ican culture generally.”

ONE HUNDRED YEARS ACO 
Susquehanna and Potomac ( anal 
July 27, 1826. 
Dear Editor: 
I. last evening, finished my explora­ 
tions in this county, for the connec­ 
tion of the Susquehanna and Potomac 
by a canal. 
The summit level is 
situated near Mr. 
Goldan’s. 
The 
water is taken out of the Conowngo, 
at the head of Major’s mill dam; to 
this place 
I bring the water of 
Opossum creek from a short distance 
below Keener'* mill; the water of 
Marsh creek is taken out at a short 
distance below Newman’s mill, and 
thrown across the dividing ridge near 
Mr. McNutt's, and passes down a 
natural channeMo Major’s mill dam— 
from which point all the water will 
pass in the same feeder to the sum­ 
mit. 
I have carefully measured all 
those streams, as al«o the Mummas- 
burg branch of Marsh crock, which 
will be taken in by the feeder from 
Newman’s mill. I continued my level 
along the turnpike near 
the brick 
church with a view of bringing in the 
west branch of Marsh greek to the 
point near Newman’s. 
In this, how­ 
ever, I have been disappointed—I find 
it impracticable. 
I now pass over to Greenvillnge for 
the purpose of completing the survey 
there.
